Hundreds Made 
Homeless As City 
Is Storm-Swept 


MANILA (AP)—Battered by 


the worst typhoon in decades, 
Manila lay paralyzed Tuesday 
night with at least 10 reported 
dead, scores injured and hun- 
dreds homeless. Police estimat- 
ed damage at $5 million. 


The city of two million was 


without lights 
except for

small downtown area. 
There 


was no water. Streets we're 
choked by fallen trees, power 
and telephone poles and debris. 
All relief agencies were mobil- 
ized for action. 


Typhoon 
Winnie 
roared 
in

with 
60-mile 


winds and rose in fury with 90- 
mile gusts early Tuesday. It 
had been expected to pass north 
of

capital, 
as 
typhoons 


usually do. Instead it veered 
south and the eye of the storm 
passed directly over Manila.

Atlas-Centaur 
Develops New 
Major Problem 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The 
trouble-plagued Atlas- 


Centaur space rocket solved one 
of its major problems Tuesday 
but acquired a new one when 
the second - stage engines shut 
down prematurely and ruined 
an orbital attempt. 


Instead of streaking into orbit 


as planned, the spent Centaur 
stage plummeted into the Atlan- 
tic Ocean 2,706 miles east-south- 
east of Cape Kennedy. The 
stage burned for only 253 of the 
intended 
380 
seconds 
and 


reached a speed of 11,425 miles 
an hour, far short of the desired 
17,400.

sulted when one of the two up- 
per stage engines lost hydraulic 
pressure.

Victory Versus 
The Party Voice 


In theory a national political convention is 


the voice of the party. Delegates gather for the 
purpose of naming candidates and formulating 
the platform upon which they will stand before 
the voters. In actual practice, it doesn't work 
out that way. 


Take the platform. When the time comes to 


present it to the convention, it is taken from the 
inside coat pocket of the chairman of that com- 
mittee, and read to the assemblage. It has been 
carefully and perhaps prayerfully prepared welt 
in advance, to make certain that no unhappy 
planks appear in it, as might be the case if it 
were fashioned by a committee chosen from the 
floor of the convention. 


Such advance work is necessary if the con- 


vention is to finish its job without bankrupting 
the delegates. A resolutions or platform commit- 
tee, unprepared, could mean long and tedious 
debate, while hotel bills were piling up and 
delegates getting out of hand as a result of , 
impatience. Furthermore, the present procedure 
permits platform planks to receive more careful 
fashioning from the standpoint of voter appeal. 


A platform is usually regarded as something 


to help win an election, instead of hard and fast 
promises, and is so fashioned. While a national 
convention may be a voice of the party to a 
certain extent, much goes on behind the scenes 
which is of greater importance. After all, victory 
is the thing.

People Who Hate Themselves 


I've just caught up with the alleged comedy of 


Lenny Bruce, the "sick" satirist who specializes in a 
night club patter that takes off on wild and frequently 
disgusting flights which, nevertheless, succeed in expos- 
ing the hypocrisies of professionally noble people as 
well as the nasty things that nobility oughl to revolt 
against. Because he is candid enough to reveal his 
sick fantasies in public, the law has been after Mr. 
Bruce, both in Chicago and in Los Angeles, and now, I 
understand, it is getting after him in New York. The 
rap against him in Chicago was obscenity, the penalty 
being a year in jail and a $1,000 fine. His conviction 
on the charge is now being appealed. 


Bruce's patter Is, for lontf stretches, hard to dig 


for » square like myself, and I «m of two minds— 
ambivalent Is the fancy word for it — about his 
humor. 
I could do without his four-letter wordi 


and his liking for scatological references, even 
though I realize he IB deliberately throwing them 
at people whose own language it something to apolo- 
gize for when they take one martini too many. But 
when Mr. Bruce, being deliberately sly, tosses about 
certain words that bring up the same images evoked 
by the "art" pictures in conventional magazines, It 
is hard to se« why he should get an obscenity rap 
when so many respectable folk who appeal to the 
same instincts go fre«. 


My real objection to Lenny Bruce is not that he 


became lurid in taking off after hypocrites, but that 
he obviously loathes himself. Since there is such a 
thing as original sin—meaning original imperfection in 
the moral sphere—'mere isn't a person living who is 
entitled to feel exempt from self-criticism. But it is 
the mark of the decent human being to work at improv- 
ing on the original self that has been handed to him 
by nature. As Emerson said, "Do what you can with 
what you've got." This profound bil of nineteenth cen- 
tury wisdom was accepted by the comics of other "gen- 
erations. Mark Twain loathed hypocrites just as strong- 
ly as does Lenny Bruce, but he wrote feelingly about 
Huckleberry Finn, who was honesty personified in a 
boy who resisted corruption. Finley Peter Dunne, the 
creator of Mr. Dooley, could puncture the double-dealing 
ward politicians of his day, and also hit at some ward 
politics in higher places. But he recognized the moral 
drive in the public life of his day as symbolized by 
Theodore Roosevelt. Twain and Finley Dunne were not 
sick in themselves. 


To my mind, they are trying to get Lenny Bruce 


on the wrong rap. And, of course, there is no legal 
way to get him on the charge that should be brought 
against him. There is no law in this country against 
self-hatred. 


Speaking of hypocrisy, we might mention that the 


sanctimonious-Soviets withdrew their man, Alex Metre- 
veli, from the Wimbledon tennis tournament rather than 
have him face a South African player, Abe Segal. If 
the Russians objected to meeting South Africans, they 
shouldn't have entered the tournament in the first place. 


And if the Wimbledon authorities were obliged 


to Uke the political behavior of countries into con- 
sideration when making up their list of international 
competitors, there would he no tournament at all. 
Certainly no Soviet citizen would ever be invited to 
play. It Is perfectly true that apartheid in South 


j 
Africa is offensive to a morality whinh accepts all 
of God's children as equal in law and justice, but 
when have the Soviets ever abided by such moral- 
ity? Did the Hungarians who wished to free their 
country in 1956 get justice from Moscow? Did (he 
Polish officers who were murdered In the Katyn 
Forest get a fair trial? 


Arthur Ashe Jr., Ihe Negro tennis player from 


California, spoke with the voice of common sense when 
he said, "I am a Negro and apartheid objectively con- 
cerns me. But I would play Segal any time. I have 
to look at Segal as an individual . . . if you want to 
be consistent about it, I wouldn't go out to play the 
Russians. I don' like what they are dning cither." 


Mr. Ashe obviously respects himself, and is follow- 


ing the Emerson line of doing what he can with what 
he's got. He might even win the Wimbledon tourna- 
ment one of these days. He is a living reproof bolh to 
hypocrites and to sick humorists who hate themselves.

Pakistan to deliver what amount- 
ed to an ultimatum to Peking 
regarding its operations in neu- 
tral Laos. The ultimatum con- 
tained the following blunt points: 


1. Communist troops must pull 


out of their new positions in Laos. 


2. A cease-fire must be guar- 


anteed by the Chinese. 


3. North Viet Nam must cease 


using Laos as a corridor to sup- 
ply 
and 
reinforce 
Communist 


guerrillas in South Viet Nam. 


4. The International Commis- 


sion supposed to insure the neu- 
trality of'Laos must be permit- 
ted to function in Communist ter- 
ritory. 


5. The neutralist government of 


Laos must be recognized as the 
legitimate government of Laos. 


If these terms are not accepted, 


the United States will not agree 
to attend another Geneva Confer- 
ence on Laos, China was warned, 
and, 
more imporlant, will use 


whatever 
military 
means 
are 


necessary to drive the Commun- 
ists back. 


This is part of the get-tough 


policy recently started by the 
Johnson Administration in South- 
east Asia. 


Danger Signs In Rising Public-Debt Limit 


WASHINGTON - Congress has 


just found itself compelled to raise 
the public-debt limit to $324 billion 
—the highest in American history. 


The T r e a s u r y Department, 


moreover, has predicted that an- 
other $6 billion will be added to 
the debt in 1965 and another $3 
billion in 1966. Only vague hints 
are being given that maybe some 
day the budget will be balanced, 
and there is no sign as yet of any 
effective steps being taken to 
achieve that goal. 


The most significant aspect of 


the whole problem is the general 
indifference with which the Ameri- 
can people are treating the un- 
sound trend in government fi- 
nance. Maybe it's because people 
do not know what is really in- 
volved and what the dangers are 
that lurk behind the steady in- 
creases in the public debt. Maybe 
it is because many government 
officials of the so-called "liberal" 
school of thought have been suc- 
cessfully 
"brainwashing" 
many 


citizens 
into believing 
that 
it 


doesn't matter how high the defi- 
cits are piled up and that an 
artificial prosperity can continue 
indefinitely when it is based on 
money borrowed to pay deficits. 


Few dissenting voices are being 


heard. 
Notable among them is 


that of Senator Harry Byrd of 
Virginia, Democrat, chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee. 
In his speech to the Senate on 
the raising of the debt limit he 
called attention to the fact that 
the 
proposed increase 
is 
the 


largest in 19 years. 
He said: 


"We needed a debt limit of only 


$300 billion to finance World War 
II. 
That was reduced to $275 


billion when the war was over. 
Now a limit of $330-billion-plus is 
in clear prospect." 


The Virginia Senator 'pointed 


out that $25.7 billion has been 
aridfnl to the federal debt, in the 
past four consecutive years since 
the budget was balanced and that,

"This will be $38' billion of debt

Ickes was coining such famous 
descriptions as "the little man on 
the wedding cake" (Thomas E. 
Dewey) 
and 
predicting 
that 


Dewey would "throw his diaper 
into the ring." With this inheri- 
tance, young Ickes has enlisted 
in COFO, the Council of Federated 
Organizations, 
which 
includes 


Snick and Core, and will-take up 
his headquarters in Jackson to- 
day. 


Ickes Jr., is 25 and has just 


graduated from Stanford. He took 
three 
years 
out, 
after 
high 


school, to work as a cowhand on 
the ranch of California oil-man 
Ralph Advies.

Mississippi. He pointed out that 
other college students were mak- 
ing a much greater sacrifice, be- 
cause they were not yet through 
college and are

During the days when Harold 


Ickes Senior was Secretary of the 
Interior, Mississippi was consid- 
ered one of the 
more liberal 


states of the Union economically, 
Though never 
liberal racially, 


northern Mississippi helped pio- 
neer the Tennessee Valley Auth- 
ority, while men like Rep. Ross 
Collins of Meridian were crusad- 
ers for liberal causes in Washing- 
ton, 
and most Mississippi Con- 


gressmen supported Roosevelt's 
New Deal. 


However, the moving of north- 


ern industry to the state to take 
advantage of cheap labor, plus 
the 
mechanical 
cotton 
picker 


which drove farm hands from the 
farm to the city, plus prosperity, 
has changed the economics of 
the state and with it the outlook 
of its citizens. 


Mississippi, along with South 


Carolina, 
has led 
the 
United 


States in the speed with which 
its young men enlisted to two 
world wars. There was nothing 
isolationist or lacking in patriot- 
ism about Mississippi.

Today, however, the state has 


developed an isolationist, almost 
an inferiority complex, a feeling 
of 
being surrounded, imposed 


upon by the rest of the nation. 
Its legislature has seen such bills 
introduced as the anti-economic 
boycott bill to prevent the pic- 
keting of white'businessmen; the 
anti-freedom school bill; a bill 
to revoke the charter of Tougako 
College, a Negro institution; and 
the anti-summer project bill. to 
restrict entry into the state. 


To the credit of the majority of 


Mississippi legislators, however, 
all of these bills have failed so 
far, to pass. They are indicative 
signs of the times, but they also 
indicate that Mississippi still has 
sensible leaders and eventually 
will adjust itself.

Combatting Potassium Loss From Diuretics 


Many of our readers ask why 


potassium chloride is taken. We 
assume it is prescribed to coun- 
teract the effects of modern oral 
diuretics. These drugs are used 
to treat dropsy and obesity, and 
to lower high blood pressure. The 
oral diuretics (thiasides) encour- 
age the kidneys to eliminate sodi- 
um chloride, a constituent of table 
salt. This substance holds water 
in the body tissues <»nd the more 
sodium, the less elimination of 
water from the kidneys. 


Hypertensives are 
helped by 


diuretics because sodium raises 
the blood pressure; and the ex-

cretion of sodium lowers tension. 
Victims of dropsy benefit in the 
same way because their water- 
logged tissues dry out. The obese 
individual does not shed fat like 
dead skin; it is changed chem- 
ically into water and carbon di- 
oxide. The latter is exhaled but 
water must escape through the 
kidneys. This is where diuretics 
come in handy.

It is here 
that potassium chloride enters the 
picture. 


The most striking symptom of 


hypokalemia is muscular weak- 
ness. Unless potassium is, sup- 
plied it may progress to paralysis 
of the extremities. Changes in the 
electrocardiogram occur also. 


Potassium tablets may be used 


for other conditions where this 
element is needed. Potassium is 
lost, for example, in severe vom- 
iting or diarrhea, during diabetic 
acidosis, and when tumors invade 
the adrenal glands.

Golf is America's reply to psy- 


chiatry, just as trichinosis is the 
pig's reply to the hog. It is a 
game for men too old for girls 
and too young to resit the trap. 
Basically, golf is a target game, 
in which a hard rubber ball is 
flogged with awkward clubs until 
it falls into a 4-Vi" hole surmount- 
ed by a flag. 


It is played by nervous nuts 


who tell each other how relaxing 
it is. Colonel Stoopnagle once re- 
ferred to it as the most fun with- 
out laughing there is of. Hard- 
ly. Newspapers publish daily hints 
on how to hold the club, how to 
swing it, how to stand, how to 
putt. 


Twenty-five years age I lost 


my mind and bought a bag of 
clubs. Between that time and this, 
I have played the world's poor- 
est golf and have convinced my- 
self, while gnashing my teeth 
down to the gumline, that I'm 
having fun. A magazine called 
Sports Illustrated last month not- 
ed that I had lost four dozen balls 
in one round of golf at Lucaya, 
on Grand Bahama Island. 


This is libel. I lost three doz-

In 
March 1457, the Scottish Parlia- 
ment passed a law forbidding the 
"lordis and baronis spiritual and 
temporale" from playing more 
than four times a year because, 
gadsooks, the jerks were neglect- 
ing their archery. Mary Stuart 
played golf "a few days after 
the murder of her husband." 


Dwight D. Eisenhower golfed

Scores of millions of men 
and women get out of bed at 
dawn to work off their aggres- 
sions by mounting a ball on a 
small wooden peg and glaring at 
it. I have never seen a golfer 
who did not make an idea swing 
in practice. 
. It is when you put a hall in 
front of him that form and tem- 
per go down the drain together. 
Without the ball, he is a marvel 
of grace. With the ball, he be- 
gins to hitch his heels up, flex1 
his knees, jerk his head, jiggle 
the club head, twitch, stamp his 
feet, try to remember 
all the 


things he must not do, do them, 
and then, on a long backswing, 
rap himself on the back of the 
head, come down with all his 
might, and send the ball bound- 
ing a good fifteen yards into a 
ditch. 


He swears loud, throws 
tha 


club in air, and tells everyone 
how good it is to be out in God'i 
clean air. Nick Bersan of the 
Diplomat Course in Florida says 
one golfer came in after IB holes, 
banged his head against a locker 
wall, and slashed both wrists. 
While he was bleeding to death, 
a pal stuck his head in the door- 
way and said: "Gonna play to- 
morrow?" and the suicide said: 
"What time?" 


On the 18th hole at Bamm Hoi- 


low in Red Bank, N. J., I still 
hold the world's record for hit- 
ting a five iron shot 150 yards 
up a hill, watched it make a slow 
180 degree turn in mid-air and 
come back to chase me off the 
fairway. I lost a net of 11 yards 
on the shot, and became a celeb- 
rity. 


At Port St. Lucie, I teed up, 


took a mighty swing, and lifted 
a chunk of sod 
and 
sent 
it 


straight down the fairway thirty 
yards. Chick Harbert, the pro, 
was watching. "End of play," he 
said, and took the clubs away 
from me. No sense of humor. The 
least he could have done was let 
me hole out the sod.

the Breakers 
in 
Palm 


Beach, I warned State Attorney 
Phil O'Connell not to watch my 
game because'it might ruin his. 
He laughed. On the sixth, ha 
hit a four iron shot straight up 
into a palm tree. Sadly, it did not 
come down. Neither did O'Con- 
nell. He has an amazing vocabu- 
lary.
